ACTS,  xxvi.  17th  and  part  of  the  i8th  vcrfcs. 

X^wrr^^  tkei  from  thi  People  md  from  the 
<*€*iik$,  uniawkom  now  I  send  ihee,  to  open 
timr  Eyes,  md  to  turn  ihem  from  Darkness  to 
Ught,  and  ftvm  ttte  Pother  of  Satan  unto 
Gad. 

When  thofc  arguments  were  advanced  by 
St.  Paul  at  Ca^ferea,  which  almoft  perfuaded 
k«g  Agrlppa  to  be  a  Chriftian.  we  cannot  fup. 
pofe  that  a  real  want  of  conviftion  obftruded 
that  virtuous  impulfe,  but  that  the  fame  poli- 
tical motiy«  and  imerefts  which  fwayed  the 
chief  eaptariK  an*  principal  men  of  tht  city,

dcpcnuants  on  the  Roman  government,  pre- 
cluded their  falutary  influence  alfo  upon  him. 

That  the  words  of  truth  and  righteoufnefi 
fliould  have  their  due  weight  with  many 
of  the  well-difpofed,  in  every  city,  who  were 
not  under  the  fame  bias,  is  not  to  be  wondered 
at;  nor  that  the  earneftnefs  with  which  the 
Apoftlc  imprefled  the  great  objefts  of  His 
Miffion.  while  it  was  conftrued  into  mad- 
nefs  and  enthufiafm  by  the  governor  Feftus, 
fliould  prove  an  aflurance  in  reflcaing  mindsi 
that  it  was  rather  to  be  confidered  as  an  ardent 
defire  to  make  them  wife  unto  falvation.  This 
wifdom,  however  it  might  appear  to  the 
Greeks  foolKhnefs,  confiftcd  in  a  full  perfoa- 
fion  of  the  efficacy  of  the  Saviour's  mediation, 
and  of  the  certainty  that  a  day  would  come, 
when  this  corruptible  fhould  put  on  incorrupl 
tion,  and  this  mortal  fliould  put  on  immor- 
tality. 

The  Jews,  In  every  part  of  the  world  where 
the  Gofpel  was  preached,  would  naturally 
maintain  the  exclufive  privileges  which  they 
confidered  as  belonging  to  their  own  nation. 
Their  ill-timed  jealoufydifpofed  them  to  re- 
jca  the  admiffion  of  the  Gentiles  to  any  parti- 
cipation 
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cipation  of  the  promifes  made  to  Abraham : 
and  the  doarine  of  the  refurreaion,  which 
formed  no  part  of  the  Mofaic  dlfpenfatioa, 
was  abforbcd  in  the  m:)ie  immediate  tiod  al-^ 
luring  idea  of  temporal  retribution.  Hence 
they  were -rilfuUy  and  determinedly  blind  to 
tupemMtural  means  of  conviaion. 

The  luminous  aip-^a«-ance  which  fignalifcd 
the  cohvcrfion  of  St.  Paul,  was  loft  upon 
them ;  and  the  ftar  which  flionc  at  the  birth 
of  his  Divine  Ma<Ver,  inftead  of  being  hailed 
as  the  pr<»fage  of  giad  tidings  to  all  the  world, 
was  to  them  but  a  more  vi£blt  termination  of 
their  glory. 

In  minds  devoted  to  worldly  expcaations, 
thcfe  prejudices  were  too  ftrong  «o  be  over- 
come. It  had  plcafcd  the  Almighty  to  honour 
them  with  the  title  of  his  peculiar  people ;  they 
were  the  chofen  depofitaries  of  the  facrcd  ora- 
cles, and  had  poffefTed  the  glorious  diftinaion 
of  preferving  the  worfliip  of  the  true  God  in 
the  midft  of  furrounding  idolatrous  n'atiohs. 

Nor  did  the  gracious  defigns  of  their  Hea- 
venly  Benefaaor  end  with  thefc  pre-eminent 
marks  of  favour.  The  promife  of  a  Saviour 
and  Deliverer,  fo  fully  prediaed  by  their  own 

prophets. 
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proplwtt,  wai  fulfiUcd  to  them  Jo  tho  p«fon 
of  the  Mefliah :  tAey  hgd  the  ftrft  offer  of  thoA 
gfent  advtntaget  which  were  deAine^l  to  w;- 
com|«jiy  the  f>r0mulgftti(»  of  the  Gofpel;^ 
and  whenever  a  particular  commiflioa  was  ^ven 
to  the  difdplci.  to  heal  the  fick  and  caft  oat 
devils,    and    to  preach    repentance  and  tho 
Kin^otn  of  Hcay«a,   we  obfcrve  a  marked 
pteftrencc  to  the  House  of  IsraeL     And  not 
merely,  in  the  early  part  of  Chtift's  Miniftry. 
hut  after  his  rciunreaion.  he  ftill  enjoina  that 
repwrtancQ  and  remiffion   of  fins  Oiould   be 
preached  in  his  naino,  among  all  nations*  be- 
ginning ^x  Jerusalem.      Neither  is  there  any 
incottfiftcttcy  between    thia  paflEige  and  tbat 
which  occurs  in  tha  firft  Miffion  of  th«  Twelve^ 
**  Go  not  into  the  way  of  the  Gentiles^  and 
into  any   city  of   the    Samaritans,    enter  yc 
not." 

This  negative,  by  no  means,  amounts  to  an 
aaual  profubition,  but  ceoveyt,  only,  in  the 
ufual  ftyk  of  Scr^tufc,  the  idva  of  preference : 
and  thia  preference,  Su  Peter,  aaxions  for  the 
fpiritual  welfare  of  his  countrymen,  was  willing 
to  maintain  to  the  Jaft,  ftiidious.  to  palliate  the 
national   guilt,  and  to   iaaf  »te  to  ignorance^

>an  age.  when  d«  doflrfne  of  partial: rt.' 
'k^pt'on  IS  fo  ftrenuoufly  revived,  when  the 

terms 
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tcnni  of  i«*vation  arc  Co  circumfcribcd  and 
narrowed,  and  when  limits  are,  as  it  were,  fct 
to  the  mercies  of  the  Omnipotent,  it  will  not, 
I  truft,  be  inconfifteat  with  the  folcmnity  of 
the  prefent  occafion,  to  confider,  however 
briefly,  the  probable  caufcs  of  fuch  a  do^rinei 
and  for  that  purpofe,  to  look  back  to  the  xr. 
of  the  reformation. 

The  unlimited  power  of  indulgences,  and 
pardons  to  finners  of  every  dcfcription,  and 
the  entire  controul  of  men's  .future  deftimVs, 
by  the  Roman  pontiff,  feemed  fo  prepofterous, 
to  the  leading  reformers,  that  they,  very 
wifely,  had  recourfe  to  the  authority  of 
Scripture,  to  determine  the  queftion,  and 
to  afcertain  the  ground  of  pretenfions  fo  appa-' 
rently  unwarranted  and  prefumptous. 

Among  the  reft,  Calvin,  perceiving,  as  he 
thought,  thedoarinc  oi  predestination,  to  be. 
prevalent  in  the  writings  of  St.  Paul.  ;yaj  in. 
duced  to  arm  himfclf  with  thU  weapon,  in  his 
part  of  this  theological  contcft,  in  order  to 
counteraa  fo  great  ^an  ufurpation.  And  there 
is  no  doubt  but  that  in  the  carneftnefs  of  his 
zeal,  he  confidcred  himfclf  as  vindicating 
the  power  of  the  Divine  Majefty^  in  affcrtifig 

that' 


that  the  rewards  and  puni/hmcnts  of  another 
life  .verc  already  fixed  by  an  immutable  de- 
crcc;  and  that,  therefore,  no  impieiy  could 
exceed  that  of  afcribing  privileges  of  fo  Iran- 
fccndant  a  nature  to  any  of  the  fons  of  men. 

Between  two  extremes  fo  remote  from  each 
other,  it  ifi  feldom  that  the  mind  has  to  make 
a  choice,  and,  ftill  fddomer,  that  the  error 
m  judgment  would  lead  to  fuch  final  hazard, 
fuch  vital  and  irreverfibk  confequences. 

The  controverfial  abilities  of  Calvin,  and 
the  incomparahle  language  in  which  he  wrote, 
enabled  him  to  prefent  his  argument,  to  the 
beft  advantage  ;  and  he  foon  acquired  lb  pow- 
erful  a    body    of   adherents,    as   to  eftablifli 
his  tenets   on  a  foundation    not   eafily  to  be 
Shaken   by   thoft  contemporary  divines,  who 
feemed  to  have  an  alternative  only  <rf  difBcul- 
tk^  prefented  to  them,  in  the  dangcrg  of  ci- 
ther extreme. 

The  fubfequent  modification  by  Armenius, 
of  this  doctrine  of  Calvin,  obtained  very  flow 
accefs  amoag  the  reformers  of  the  day,  and 
was,  as  we  know,  condemned,  after  a  long 
hearing,  by  a  full  fvnod  of  divines,  at  Dort. 
The  champibtts  who  had  fo  fucccfsfully  com^ 

^  bated 
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bated  the  pretenfions  of  the  Romanifts,  were 
not  to  be  over-ruled  by  the  advocates  of  a  more 
moderate  interpretation. 

But,  as  is,  generally,  the  cafe  in  the  ex- 
periments on  civil  government,  that  when  the 
convulfions  arifing  from  the  vehemence  of 
parties  have  fubfided,  a  more  temperate  (y£^ 
tern  finally  prevails,  fo  did  it  alfo  happen  upon 
this  occafion. 

And  here  we  may  juftly  claim  a  fhare  of 
praife  for  :he  compofers  of  our  Articles  ;  who 
amidft  the  difficulties  of  conciliating  the  op'- 
pofing  infrrefts  of  the  day,  were  careful  fo  to 
frame  them,  as  not,  in  any  inftance,  to  com- 
promife  the  genuine  meaning  of  the  apoftolic 
writings. 

The   deducflions    which   refulted   from   the 
more  moderate  interpretations  were  thefe;  that 
falvation  by  Chrift  is  open  to  all^  that  the  cx- 
prcffion  of  God's  ekaing  fome  to  everlafting 
life  is  a  benevolent   r.urpofe   of  making  be- 
lievers   finally    happy,  and    to   be    underftood 
conditionally,  on  compliance  with  the   terms 
of  faith  and  obedience :  that   fufficient  affift- 
ance  will  be  given  to  all ;  and  that  final  repro- 
bation applies  only  to  bnrepented  fin,  and   to 
hardened  and  wilful  unbelief. 

And 
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And  here  it  is  but  doing  juftice  to  fome  of 
he  modern  advocates  of  Calvinifm,  to  admit, 
that  they  do  not  go  the  length  of  defending 
his  influutes,  to  their  full  ex.cnt,  or  of  denying 
the  coufc^uences  to  which,  from  mifconftruc- 
tion  or  abufe,  they  are  fo  eafily  liable.    With 
what  referve  they  admit   that   comprchenfive 
plan  of  Divine  Providence  whiclr  is  entitled 
Cnuvcrsnl  nalempUun,  is   another  queftion       I 
am  aware  of  the  explanation  which  they  give 
of   thofe  texts  which  treat   of  the   merits  of 
e-hrift,  as  extending  to  all   mankind,  and  of 
that  text,  m  particular,  addrclTed  to  the  Corin- 
thians    -  As  in  Adam  all  die,  even  fo  in  Chri/l, 
Aall  all  be.  made   alive."     Univerlkl   ienejit  is 
here  oppofcd  to  univerfal  loss. 

I  do  not,  however,  maintain,  that  the  rtrefs 
of  the  argument  ^?es  on   the  word  all.;  that 
word  being  often  ufed  to  denote  an   indefinite 
number,  or  to  relate  to  the  whole   number  of 
individuals  wcnlioned  in  a  former  sentence.    But 
lam  juftified  in  the  affertion,  that  whatever 
fenfe  we  may  annex   to   this   adjedive  in  the 
Jirst  .:aufe  of  the  verfe,  we  mufl:  adhere  to  it  in 
the  second.    Thofe  wlio  die  in  Adam,  are  thofe 
who   are   made   alive   in   Chrift.     If  univerfal 
death  prevailed  through  hi.  difobedience  and 

■^  ^  tranfgrefiion. 
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tranfgreflion,  univerfal  life  is  promifed  as  at- 
tainable through  the  intervention  of  the  Re- 
deemer. In  any  other  fenfe,  his  dominion 
over  the  laft  enemy,  would  not  be  complete. 

To  us,  with  whom  the  dodtrine  of  original 
depravity  derived  from  our  firft  parents,  is  aii 
article  of  belief,  it  will  appear  almoft  fuper- 
fluous  to  introduce  the  opinions  of  fome  dif- 
tinguiflied  mKtaphyfical  writers,  who  argue 
againft  the  exigence  of  all  innate  ideas  or  rao. 
ral  principles. 

But,  even  allowing  their  pofition,  that  evil 
may  proceed  from  caufes  fubfequcnt  to  our 
birth,  whether  from  imitation,  wrong  difci- 
plinc,  or  corrupt  communication,  it  cannot 
be  denied  that  it  docs  cxift,  and  that  fm  and 
forrow  prevail  in  every  part  of  the  created 
world. 

If,  among  the  worfhippers  of  the  true  God* 
this  fad  truth  be  acknowledged,  and  recorded 
hy  Mofes  and  the  Prophets,  what  muft  wc 
fuppofe  to  have  been  the  cafe  with  thofe  idola- 
trous nations,  with  whom  the  grcateft  enor- 
mities compofed  a  part  even  of  their  religion 
itfelf? 

For 
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For  it  is  well  obfervcd  by  an  eminent 
writer  ♦,  that  «'  the  threats  «nd  fcverities  ex- 
preflcd  againft  idolatry,  in  the  Old  Teftament. 
were  not  againft  idolatry  simply,  or  confidered 
as  an  erroneous  religion,  but  againft  th-  abo- 
minations which  ufually  accompanied  it." 

The  Old  Teftamcnt,  then,  furniflies  fuf- 
ficient  Itistorical  proof  of  the  corruptions  of 
mankind  in  all  ages  of  the  world  i  of  the  dif- 
pleafure  of  the  Almighty,  in  confequence  of 
thofe  corruptions,  and  the  denunciations  of 
punifliment,  on  unrepented  and  incorrigible 
fin. 

The  first  ttanfgreffion  inilictcd  the  mortal 
wound.      But   in  what  itntt.   the  declaration 
**  Thou  ftialt  furely  die"  would  be  underftcod 
hj  the  primeval    tranfgreftbrs,    is,    perhaps, 
not  determined.     Labour  and  forrow  and  ba- 
niftiment  from  the  early  fcenes  of  happinefs, 
evidently  conftituted  a  part  of  the  penalty,  as 
well  as  that  completion  of  thefcntence  o£mor* 
taUty.     We  may  fuppofe,    however,    that   ia 
whatever  fenfe  the  penalty  was,  at  fiift,  under- 
ftcod, it  was  limited  to  this  life,  and  the  power 
oi  the  grave,  by  the  Ifiidites,  with  whom  an 
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earthly  Canaan  was  the  greateft  blefTing,  an 
earthly  captivity,  the  confummation  of  woe. 

The  fame  notions,  we  know,  prevailed,  re- 
fpediing  the  terreftrial  dominion  of  the  Mef- 
fiah ;  and  the  difciples  themfelves  could  fcarcely 
be  perfuaded  that  His  Kingdom  was  not  inr 
tended  to  be  of  this  world  j  or  that  the  bene- 
fits of  His  Miffion  v/ere  defigned  to  extend 
beyond  the  deliverance  and  temporal  aggran- 
dizement of  the  children  of  Ifrael. 

From  the  celebrated  paffage  in  the  book  of 
Job,  it  has   been  maintained,  that  the  notion 
of  a    Redeemer,  with   reference   to   a  future 
ftatc,  was  acknowledged  at  that  early  period. 
And  yet,  if  we  take  for  our  guides  the  rnoft 
corred:  mafters  of  the  language  in  which  the 
pafTage  was  written,  we  may,  I  think,  be  juf- 
tified,  in  admitting,    that  it  exprelTed,  only, 
the  pious  confidence  of  Joo,  that   the  vindi- 
cator of  his  innocence  would,  at  laft  appear, 
and  refcue  him  from  thofe   fufferings  whkh 
had  now  fo  much-  reduced  him  in  the  eftima- 
tion  of  the  world.     The  fubfcquent  obferva- 
tions  in  the   fame   chapter,  prove,    that    the 
fentlment  had  no  primary  reference,  at  leaft, 
to  the  mediatorial  office  of  the  Meffiah,  or  to 
the  retribution  of  a  life  to  come. 

The 
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The  fubaance,  then,  of  what  we  have  ad- 
vanced, is  this.— That  in  the  councils  of  the 
moft  Kigheft,  it  was  refer ved  for  the  Gofpel 
alone,  to  prefent  to  mankind,  more  enlarged 
views  of  thofe  important  and  awful   fubjeds, 
and  to  open  the  everlafting  doors  of  light  and 
glory.     Death  and  life,  before  interpreted  in 
a  limitfed  fenfe,  would  now  aluime  a  more  ex- 
tended   meaning ;    the    terrors   of   the   Lord 
would   invade  the  wicked,  in   vain  confiding 
in  the  refuge  of  eternal  lleep ;   and   the  good 
man,  opprelTed  with  the  cares  and  forrows  of 
tJiis  life,  would  direct  his  hopes  to  repofe  and 
confolation  beyond  the  grave. 

That  the  Gofpel  has  not  yet  been  revealed 
to  a//;  that  fo  large  a  portion  of  the  human 
fpecies  fhould    ftill   fit  in  darknefs   and   the 
fhadow  of  death,  is  a  difpenfation  which  we 
miift   contemplate    with  fubmifilve   awe  and 
wonder,  and  include  among    the   infcrutable 
defigns  of  the  Almighty.      The  condition  of 
many  of  thofc  miferable  regions,  we  know  to 
be  as  deplorable  as  it  was  in  the  darkcfl  times 
and   places,  before  the  days  of  the  Apoftles  : 
they  know  not  their  Maker  j   they  are  without 
God  in  the  world  -,  they  are  uninftruded  in  the 
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only  method  which  he  has  appointed  for  ap- 
proaching unto  him,  that  of  a  Meditator ;  and 
this  confideration  is  fure  to  arife  in  every 
Chriftian  heart,  that  while  Paganifm  and  the 
dod:rine  of  Mahomet  overfpread  fo  large  a 
portion  of  the  globe,  that  religion  fhould  be  fo 
little  protected,  and  that  n?,me  fo  little  known, 
than  which  there  is  no  other  under  Heaven, 
whereby  men  muft  be  favcd.  This  is,  indeed, 
one  of  the  darkefl  myileries  of  Providence  j  but 
which,  however,  he  who  would  endeavour  to 
difcredit,  becaufe  he  does  not  underftand  it, 
would  find  a  fufiicient  argument  for  difpara^- 
ing,  alfo,  all  that  might  to  him  be  unaccount- 
able in  the  moral  world,  all  the  anomalies  of 
nature,  and  all  the  feeming  imperfe(5tions  in  the 
vifible  creation. 

It  has  been  thought  becoming  the  Divine 
Wifdom,  that  there  ihould  be  an  infinite 
variety  of  creatures,  differing  from  each  other, 
more  or  lefs,  in  their  natural  frame,  capacities 
and  powers,  and  confequently,  in  their  perfec- 
tion and  happinefs.  The  fa  le  analogy  of 
reafoning  and  of  nature,  will  lead  us  to  con- 
clude, that  in  the  intellectual  world,  there 
may  be,  and  probably  are,  innumerable  kinds, 

orders 
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orders  and  degrees  of  nobler  beings,  rifing  one 
above  another,  in  their  natural  ilates,  powers 
and  conftitutions ;  and  that  in  that  ferios  cf 
the  link,  the  human  race,  individuals  may  be 
formed  more  or  lefs  pcrfea:,  more  or  lefs  capable 
of  bappincfs,  aajd  ufith  different  means  of  com- 
prehending add  Qbtaining  it:   and   this  very 
irregularity,  this   feeming  imperfedion  may, 
for   ought  that  we  know,    be  the    wife  and 
gracious  opportunity  sifFordcd  each  of  us,  (by 
re<aifying  what  thus  appears  to  be  amifs,  and 
by  fupplying  what  has  been  left  wanting)  of 
more  efFcdtually  working  out  our  own  falva- 
tion.     Confidercd  in  this  light,  the  propaga- 
tion of  ChriiHanity  is  as  univctfal  a  duty,  as  the 
occafion  of  it  is  perpetual.     Every  individual 
will  then  confider  himfelf,  as,  in  fome  degree, 
an  inftrument  in  this  glorious  caufe;  as  au- 
thorifed,    enabled   and   commanded   to  com- 
municate the  glad  tidings  of  the  Gofpel.     His 
wealth,  his  pow^rand  knowledge  will,  in  that 
cafe,  be  fo  many  talents  for  the  execution  and 
furtheran<?e  of  it 5  and  for  theabufe  of  which, 
he  will,  one  day,  he  accountable    under  the 
awful  denunciation    of  **  Woe  unto  you,  for 
ye  (hut  up  the  kingdpm  of  Heaven   againft 
•  C  men  ; 


^ 


men;   ye  neither   go  in   yourfelvcs,    neither 
iuffer  ye  them  that  were  O'itering,  t9p^\n.' 

ThetneaiM  whick  God  himfclf  wfl«  pleded 
tc  make  u(e  of,  in  order  to  aG€oni|^i(h  the^rert 
work  of  our  rcdmiption^  are  to^  be  known 
only  hjRevelution;  and  thk  Revelation,  after 
it  had  once  bee*  authehticaliy  proved  and 
confirmed  by  the  firft  prtachers  of  it,  was 
by  them  delivered  to  thisir  converts,  to  be 
conveyed  onwards,  in  fucGcflion,  fo  all  ages. 
This  method,  therefore,  of  conJttiunieation,

Newfoundland. 

The  Rev.  David  Rowland,  MifTionary  at 
St.  John's,  in  his  Letter  of  zid  of  December 
laft,  acquaints  the  Society,  that  he  preaches 
T'^VJ.^""^  Sunday,  and  diligently  catechifes 
the  Children,  many  of  whoT.  can  repeat 
more  than  half  of  Lewis'*  Catechifm,  and  he 
tranfmits  this  Notitia:  Baptifms  40;  Marriagct 
17  i  Burials  58.  He  has  requeftcd  a  farther 
fupply  of  Books  which  the  Society  have  lent 
him.  He  has  recommended  a  memorial  from 
the  people  of  Burin,  in  which  they  folicit  the 
cxtenfion  of  the  Society's  bounty  to  Mr.  Wil- 
liam Tulk,  the  Schoolmafter,  and  from  th€ 
charader  given  of  him,  they  have  been  induced 
to  put  him  upon  thrir  Lift. 

The  Society  arc  very  happy  in  having  it  in 
their  power  to  fill  up  the  vacant  Mi/iion  of 
Harbor  Grace  id  Carboneer,  through  the 
kind  influence  ana  ifljftance  of  Sir  J.  T.  Duck^ 
worth,  who  has  recommended  the  Rev.  Fre- 
derick Hamilton  Carrington,  A.  B.  and  to 
whofe  aftive  and  benevolent  exertions  on  fe- 
veral  occafjons,  the  Society  are  much  indebted. 
The  Miffion  was  vacated  laft  year  by  the  re- 
fignation  of  Mr.  Anfpach,  in  order  to  accept 
a  refpedabl^  fituation  which  his  friends  have 
procured  him.  Before  he  quitted  he  gave  a 
very  fatisfaaory  account  to  the  Society  of  his 
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management  of  the  flock  committed  to  his 
care,  which  he  had  faithfully  watched  over 
for  nine  years  paft.  The  people  themfelvcs, 
fenfible  of  the  great  benefit  derived  to  them 
from  his  paftoral  exertions,  have  exprciTcd, 
in  the  ftronge/l  manner,  their  gratitude  for  it. 

Since  the  vacancy,  Mr.  Lampen,  the  School- 
mafter,  has  fjpplied  the  want  of  a  Mifljonary, 
as  far  as  he  could,  by  the  defire  of  the  inha- 
bitants, in  conftantly  reading  to  them  on  Sun- 
days, the  Prayers  of  the  Church  and  a  Sermon. 

In  his  own  School,  by  day  and  by  night, 
he  has  taught  80  children,  and  :o  young 
men.  In  the  Sunday  School,  11  girlj  and  15 
boys  to  fay  the  Catechifm,  and  they  conftantly 
attend  Church. 

In  addition  to  thfs  the  Society  have  the 
pleal'ure  of  being  informed,  that  at  Brigus,  in 
Conception  Bay,  two  individuals  have  erefted 
a  Church  at  tlicir  own  expence :  and  at  Mor- 
ton's Harbor,  ^160  has  b-en  raifed  to  build  a 
Church.  At  Fortune  Bay,  where  a  Miffionary 
is  much  wanted,  iwo  Churches  are  building 
ia  the  diftria,  for  which  the  people  have 
raifed  ^700.  A  Church  is  alfo  building  at 
Greenford,  by  the  liberality  of  the  inhabi- 
tants, to  which  Government  have  at  Jed  £iqo 
Towards  all  which  Sir  J.  T.  Duckworth  hai 
lohcited  the  aid  of  Government.

Two    letters    have    been   received    in  the 
courfe  of  the  year  from  the  Rev.  Dr.  Stan- 
fcr.  MilTionpry  at  Halifax,    of  the  refpedivc 
dates  of  May  nth,  and  Odober  30th,  18x2 
by  which  it  appears,  that  he  continues  in  the 
faithful  difcharge  of   the  laborious   Juties  of 
his  Miffion.      In   the  iirll  half  year   he  had 
baptized  93  Infants  and  3  Adults;    married

to  the  Church,  and  the  new  Steeple  are  finiflied 
He  is  happy  to  inform  the  Society,  that  he 
has  had  another  kind  inftance  of  the  efteem 
and  affeftion  of  his  flock,  by  the  addition  of 
X50  a  year  to  his  falary. 
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By  a  letter  received  from  Mr.  Norris.  Mif- 
fionary  at  Cornwallis,  Nova  Scotia,  the  So- 
ciety have  to  lament  the  lofs  of  the  venerable 
Colonel  Burbidge,  who  died  on  the  14th  of 
September   laft,   at  the  advanced  age   of  95. 
To  the  laft  he  enjcyed  a  found  underftanding, 
and  his  latter  end  was   peace.     In  him   the 
Church  has  loft  a  bright  ornament  and  liberal 
fupporter,    and    the    Society's    Miflionarics  a 
kind  and  generous  friend.     He   was   wont  to 
contribute  £^  a  year  to   the  fubfcription  for 
faid   Mlffionary,  and   has   bequeathed   to  him 
ten  acres   of  land,  of  which  his  predeceflbrs 
always  had  the  ufe,  and  were  allowed  to  in, 
clofe  it  with   the  glebe.     In  his  life-time  he 
gave  £100  towards  the  er^  ?i\on  of  a  Church, 
and  has   left  another  oCioo   towards  iiniihing 
it.     He  has    alfo    bequeathed    four   acres    of 
dyke  land  to  the  Churchwardens  for  the  time 
being,    ia  truft  for  :he    ufe  of   the  Church, 
which  at    prefent  may  be  worth   £^  a  year. 
The  Church  is  now  completely  finilhed,  and 
does   credit  to    the  Churchwardens,    Colonel 
Campoell,  and  James  Allifon,  Efquire,  under 
whofe  direction  it  was  ereded.     As  the  Con- 
gregation feems  to  encreafe,  he  has  requefted 
the  Society   to  fend  him  fome  Prayer  Books 
and  a  few  Bibles.     They  have   lately  had   a 
donation  of  a  folio  Bible,  and  a  quarto  Prayer 
Book.     He  has  recommended  Mr.  John  Laird 
to  be  the  Society's  School-mafl-c-,  at  Horton, 
being    a  young  man    of    gooJ    abilities    and 
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moral  cha.a(ftcr;  and  he  has  been  accordingly 
anpointed- 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Millidge,  Miffionary  at  Gran- 
ville, has  informed  the  Society,  that  the  Lower 
Church  has  bee:  put  into  good  repair  he 
trafts,  that  by  the  time  he  writes  again  the 
new  Church,  in  the  Middle  Diftria,  will  be 
greeted,  and  the  Upper  repaired.  His  Notitia 
contains  19  Baptifms ;  16  Marriages;  and  6 
xjunals. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Shreve,  Miffionary  at  Lunen- 
burjh,  has  tranfmittcd  this  Notitia:  Bap- 
tiims  53;  Marriages  14;  Burials  by  Com- 
municants 149;  Children  catechifed  36.  He 
writes  that  his  Congregation  continues  to  en- 
creafe.  Two  German  families  have  been  joined 
to  the  Chctrch  in  the  courfe  cf  ■  e  year 
S^r  George  Prevoft  has  granted  ^300  or  the 
repairs  of  the  Church,  and  the  parifhioners 
have  aiTeflea  themfelves  for  cCioo  more. 

From  the  Rev.  Mr.  Gray.  Miffionary  at 
pxkville,  the  Society  are  informrd,  that  within 
his  parifh  he  had  baptized  26 i  married  ic  • 
and  buried  18;  and  has  15  Communicants,' 
and  at  Pidou  38  were  baptized,  befides  -> 
Adults.  Thofe  at  Pidlou  arc  chiefly  emis:rants 
from  Scotland.  At  Cumberland  there  remain 
icarcely  any  bcfides  Methodifts  and  New  Light 
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Societies.  He  was  not  able  to  vifu  Parrboro', 
but  underftood  that  Mr,  Shreve,  their  former 
Paftor,  had  been  there  in  the  courfe  of  the 
yean  About  25  miles  beyond  Cumberland  he 
found  a  thriving  fettlcment  at  Dorchefter.  He 
aflurcs  the  Society  that  great  harmony  fubfifts 
between  him  and  his  parifliioners,  and  they 
are  much  improved  fince  his  icttling  among 
tht  "here  i^  a  tolerable  attendance  on  Re- 

lig  Worship.  The  Sabbath  is  no  longer 
with  then,  a  day  for  fifhing,  fowling,  and 
cxcefs  at  taverns.  Inftead  of  which  is  an 
evidently  encreafing  refpea  for  fobriety  and 
decorum,  and  Civil  Inftitutions.  X250  has 
been  appropriated'  towards  finifhing  their 
Church,  and  the  people  have  raifcd  ^'50. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Ingles,  lately  fettled  at  Chef- 
ter,  tranfmits  the  following  Notitia ;  number 
oi  i'amilies  143  i  Communicants  37  j  families 
profeffing  the  Church  ^J  >  Baptifh  46  i  Prefby- 
tenans  37 ;  Lutherans  4  j  Romanihs  6  j  he  had 
baptized  17;  married  j;  and  buried  2.

It  ap^jars  from  the  information^  ©^  the 
Bifhop  of  Quebec,  that  Clergymen  aVe  ereatly 
wanted;  in  various  qi^epters-,  and  could  the  So- 
ciety fe*Hl  out  three  or  fouf,  they  would  bo 
placed,  with  the  conctirrence  of  the  Cokmial 
Govef!K)r8,  in  ftich  fituation*  as  the  Society 
wouht  entirely  approve.

The  Rev.  Caleb  Cotton,  Miffionary  at  Dun- 
ham, in  Lower  Canada,  has  acknowledged  in 
his  letter  dated  April  jd,  18 12,  the  receipt  of 
a  box  of  BookSf  containing,  beiides  a  fupply 
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of  fmall  Trafts,  fome  valuable  Books  for  his 
own  ufe,  for  which  long  cxpcded  articles  he 
returns  his  moft  hearty  thanks.  A  regard  for 
the  Common  Prayer  appears  to  encreaS  as  this 
people  become  more  acquainted  with  it.  In 
the  laft  fix  months  he  had  baptized  i  Infant; 

At  Eafter  in  both 
parts  of  the  towhfhip  there  were  30  Commu- 
nicants. 

The  Hon.  and  Rev.  Charles  Stewart,  Mif- 
fionary  at  St.  Armand,  Lower  Canada,  has 
written  twice  to  the  Society  in  the  courfe  of 
the  year,  giving  a  circumftantial  account  of 
the  places  he  has  vifited,  and  the  parochial 
duties  he  has  performed.  He  acknowledges 
the  Society's  letter  of  laft  April,  and  acquaints 
the  Society,  that  a  neat  Tower  and  Cupola 
have  been  ereded  on  the  weft  end  of  Trinity 
Church,  at  the  expence  of  near  400  dollars, 
but  in  confequence  of  the  war,  they  have 
poftponed  the  painting.  The  number  o^
